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INTRODUCTION 


This is one of a set of booklets prepared by the Massachusetts Department of Employment and 
Training to provide employment statistics for the Commonwealth and the major labor market 
areas. These areas, known as metropolitan statistical areas (MSAs) or primary metropolitan 
statistical areas (PMSAs), were defined by the federal government based on commuting patterns 
identified in the 1990 census. They became effective in 1993 in Massachusetts, but data have 
been revised back to 1989 for the nonagricultural wage and salary employment series, and back 
to 1990 for the local area unemployment statistics. All of the sub-state data contained in these 
packets is for these labor market areas. 


Two different types of data are provided for the state and each of the local areas. The 
nonagricultural wage and salary employment series is based on a survey of employers and is an 
estimate of jobs by place of work. The labor force and unemployment statistics are based on 
a household survey and are estimates of employed and unemployed persons by place of 
residence. These two data sources are not comparable, but each has important uses. The 
nonagricultural employment series provides estimates of employment by major industry division 
and selected industries for the state and the major labor areas. The local area unemployment 
Statistics program is the source of information on local unemployment rates.
